Dear  President  Falconer, 

I  have  teen  somewhat  perplexed  since  receiving 
last  Saturday  from  the  Registrar  of  the  University  a  letter 
in  reference  to  the  application  of  my  son  Fred  for  admission 
to  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science.  As  the  Registrar’s  letter 
was  decidedly  censorious  in  tone  I  concluded  it  might  "be 
as  well  fo&  me  to  write  you  directly.  Of  course  whatever 
■blame  is  involved  must  come  to  me-  the  boy  is  quite  innocent 
in  every  way. 

Briefly  the  facts  are  these: 

At  the  time  the  application  for  examination  was 
made  it  was  our  intention  that  Fred  should  take  the  Arts 
Course.  In  fact  we  had  never  considered  any  other  Course. 

In  that  expectation  we  had  given  him  a  good  all-round  pre¬ 
paration  at  the  Collegiate  and  he  was  well  qualified,  we 
thought,  for  the  work  ahead  of  him.  While  this  idea  was  in 
our  minds  we  always  wished  that  he  should  have  a  good  deal 
to  say  in  the  matter  himself.  During  the  summer  he  was  at 
work  in  the  Electric  Department  of  the  Toronto  Exposition 
and  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  would  like  the  course 
in  Applied  Science.  As  he  is  an  excellent  Mechanic  and 


mechanically  inclined  I  could  see  no  objection  to  this 
course.  Accordingly  the  application  for  admission  the 
S.P. S.  was  made . 

Stupid  as  it  may  seem  to  you  it  never  entered 
my  mind  that  we  were  doing  anything  irregular  or  deserving 
of  censure.  As  for  the  clause  in  the  application  form 
that  tha  candidate  intended  to  proceed  to  to  a  degree  in 
Arts,  that  did  not  concern  me  at  the  time  as  that  was  our 
intention,  though  I  do  not  think  it  would  have  prevented 
me  from  doing  as  I  didA  since  I  regarded  it  in  a  general 
way  as  indicating  that  the  student  would  proceed  to  a 
degree  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  So  far  wrong  do  I 
find  myself  now  that  we  have  two  excellent  candidates  who 
intended  to  write  on  the  scholarship  examinations  next  year 
and  afterwards  enter  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science.  This 
as  I  have  said  may  seem  strange  to  you  but  to  me  it  seems 
stranger  still  that  candidates  for  a  matriculation  which 
serves  for  all  faculties  should  be  deprived  of  the  privilege 
of  even  being  ranked  for  standing  in  that  examination 
because  they  happen  to  be  taking  a  course  other  than  Arts. 
This  surely  will  not  encourage  a  high  degree  of  scholarship 
in  S.P.S.  students  and  will  deprive  a  good  many  students 
and  a  good  many  schools  of  the  honor  to  which,  it  seems  to 
me,  they  are  entitled.  I  can  hardly  credit  the  idea  that 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  University  to  withhold  deserved 
credit  from  any  class  of  studentsof  high  scholarship.  It 
does  not  appear  that  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter  to  rank 
candidates  according  to  merit,  making  awards  only  to  Arts 

students.  If  there  ls  a  p,Belbllity!!f  avoiding  It,  I  da 


not  think  that  young  candidates  should  be  so  tied  down 
that  they  cannot  change  their  minds  within  a  reasonably 


short  time  of  entering  the  University. 

Quite  apart  from  my  personal  connection  with  the  present 
circumstances  which  have  arisen,  I  feel  strongly  that  when 
so  many  young  men  of  ability  are  entering  the  S.P.S.  ,  schll- 
arship  will  surely  suffer  and  the  rush  to  other  Universities 
will  not  be  checked  if  high  standing  in  examinations  is  not 
in  some  way  recognized. 

And  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  University  will  give 
me  sufficient  credit  for  stupidity  &faaii  it  will  not  be 
necessary  any  longer  to  harbor  the  thoughTthat  I  was  the 
means  of  having  a  c and i date ^break  his  undertaking  in  order 
secure  credit  for  scholarships  to  the  detriment  of  other 
candidates.

The  reason  for  this  is  t wot  old 


{first1,  we  do  not  wish 


necessarily  to  increase  tne  amount  of  examining  for  a  special  restricted 
examination,  and  secondly,  which  is  a  more  important  reason,  it  is  not  fair 
to  candidates  wno  nave  not  received  scholarships,  though  they  may  have 
aualifiel,  it  the  award  has  been  made  to  others  who  have  no  intention  of 
using  the  scholarship.  It  may  divert  them  1 rom  a  course  of  study  in  the 
University,  or  may  semi  them  to  another  University  when  they  desired  to 
come  to  the  University  of  Toronto. 


As  you  say  lin  your  letter  it  is  extremely  desirable  that 


(Principal  Vayfcerry) 
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students  going  into  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  should  enter  with  the 
highest  possible  oualif icationsl,  ana  we  hope  that  a  very  large  and  increasing 
number  will  be  induced  by  the  FrinciDals  of  the  Collegiate  Institutes  and 
High  Schools  to  enter  with  honour  matriculation.  Meantime,  unfortunately 
we  have  no  scholarships  at  entrance  to  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  and 
we  nave  to  confine  our  Scholarships  to  Arts.  You  will  see  I  think  that 
our  Dractiice  of  asking  studemts  to  decine  whether  the.  are  going  into  Arts 
or  not  before  definitely  entering  the  scholarship  examinations  is  almost  a 
necessity  from  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  With  kind  regards:,
